this group will take the assessment 
matter before the annual town 
meeting Tuesday night. Their ob- 
jective is to reject, the "circle" 
system foisted upon local taxpay- 
ers by A. C. Handel, township as- 
lessor. 
. 


The "circle" system, as All 


must know by now, Is a princi- 
ple of assessing all land within 
a "zone" at a per square foot 
rate. This rate is established by 
totaling 
previous assessments 


and then dividing it by the num- 
ber of square feet within the 
zone. 
* * * * 


While the "circle" system may 


be a basis for arriving at the value 
of land, say, within the business 
district or zone, it is infinitely un- 
fair to accept it as an infallible 
system. 
It is preposterous 
to 


think that a choice corner business 
lot is worth the same as one in the 
middle of the block in the same 
zone. 
And the same reasoning 


would apply to residential prop 
erty. 


It In extremely important that 


a reasonably fair assessment 
value be placed on property this 
year because once It 1* estab- 
lished, It will remain for four 
years — or until the next quadren- 
nial year. 
The law authori7.es 


adjustment within this period 
but It is a difficult and bother- 
Home legal procedure. Why not 
do it right the first time? 
*

Those who are sponsoring to- 


night's meeting are interested in 
getting a "fair" assessment. From 
what we are able to gather, their 
plan would be to appoint an as- 
sessment force of three persons to 
view and evaluate each parcel of 
property within the township. The 
trio would include Assessor Han- 
del. The other two would be real 
estate men or men otherwise qual- 
ified to determine the worth, of 
property. 
The majority 
would 


rule. 


If this proposal gets before the 


town board Tuesday night, its 
backers will seek the support of 
the voters attending the meeting 
and also the authorization of funds 
to pay for the extra help.

This late-hour effort to bring rea- 


son into our assessment proce- 
dures may fail for want of time 
or on the method of approach. But 
it should serve as a warning to 
our assessor that the eyes of the 
taxpayers are upon him. Should 
he cling to his "circle" system as 
the only fair method of determin- 
ing land values, he can be assured 
of some clear-cut opposition when 
it conies to tax-paying time.

the assessor that he should in- 
discriminately ralw> valuations 
whenever our taxing bodies need 
funds.

before: Valuations are the busi- 
ness of the assessor; rates to be 
applied against those valuations 
are a matter for the taxpayers 
and the voters.

McCarthyism Was Born 
In Wheeling, West Va. 
110 Fateful Words Start 
Now-Famous Controversy

for. 
Just about every American is. Yet the four-year-old McCar- 


thy story has unfolded in such a rushing .and often confusing way 
that few newspaper readers have been able to keep It really 
straight. This is the first of 10 broad-picture articles on the who, 
what, when and where of McCarthy and McCarthyism.

WHEELING, W. Va. UP)—McCarthyism was born here 


sometime between 8 and 9 p. m., Feb. 9,1950. It was christ- 
ened in 110 words. 


In that hour Joseph R. McCarthy, junior Republican sen- 


ator from Wisconsin, delivered a Lincoln Day speech before 
the Ohio Women's Republican club of Wheeling. 


At the end there was a 


burst of applause, and Mc- 
Carthy- shook hands all 
around. 


It was too late for the morning 


paper wires when Charles P. Lew- 
is, night editor in the Associated 
Press Bureau at Charleston, W. 
Va., received a telephone call from 
Nodman L. Yost, managing editor 
of the Wheeling Intelligencer. 


Yost, part-time AP correspond- 


ent at Wheeling, dictated a para- 
graph or two from McCarthy's 
speech.. 


Questions Figure 


As Lewis began writing the brief 


story, he came to a figure he ques- 
tioned—205 Communists in 
the 


State Department? He called Yost 
back and asked him to verify it. 


Yost told him to hold on and he 


would have his reporter recheck 
with McCarthy. In a moment he 
came back on the wire and said 
the figure was accuiate. 


Shortly after 2 a.m. the 110-word 


story clattered over the teletypes. 
It began: 


("Sen. McCarthy charged in an 
address here tonight that 205 Com- 
munist party members are 'work- 
ing and shaping the policy in the 
State Department'." 


The story continued, quoting Mc- 


Carthy: "I have here in my hand 
a list of 205 that were known to 
the secretary of state (then Dean 
Acheson) as being members of 
the Communist party and who nev- 
ertheless are still working and 
shaping the policy in the State 
Department." 


Denies Statement 


As soon as the State Department 


was advised of the story it said it 
knew of no Communist1? within its 
ranks, that it would fir* any it 
could identify, and invited McCar- 
thy to produce his list. 


McCarthy, meanwhile, was fly- 


ing to Salt Lake City. There, in a 
recorded radio interview Feb. 10 
he commented on his Wheeling 
speech: 


"Last night I discussed the Com- 


munists in the State Department. 
I stated I had the names of 57 
card - carrying members of the 
State Department." 


Fifty-seven or 205? A stirred na- 


tion fastened its eyes on the fast- 
moving senator and awaited his 
return to Washington. 


Denies 20J5 


Soon he was to deny on the Sen- 


ate floor, and later in a book and 
before a Senate committee, that 
he used the figure 205 at Wheeling. 


Two radio men, James K. Whit- 


aker and Paul A. Myers, both of 


station WWVA at Wheeling, were 
to swear that he did. 


Whitaker and Myers signed af- 


fidavits that on Feb. 10, after read- 
ing a newspaper account of Mc- 
Carthy's speech, they compared a 
rjtcotding used in a delayed broad- 
cast with the script of the speech 
McCarthy had delivered to the 
station. 


They attested that McCarthy 


used the 205 figure and. neither 
could recall any mention of the 
figure 57. They said McCarthy 
read the script, but McCarthy later 
said in a Senate speech that he 
did not. Soon after, the tape was 
erased for re-use. 


Sticks By Story 


Frank Desmond, reporter for the 


Intelligencer, at first said he cov- 
ered the McCarthy speech and 
would stick by what he had writ- 
ten—205. 


Later, in a deposition taken in 


a law suit brought by McCarthy 
against Sen. William Ben ton, Des- 
mond testified that since he had 
an advance copy of the speech 
he hadn't followed the words close- 
ly and couldn't be sure what Mc- 
Carthy actually said. 


But the speech, whatever the 


figures, had been made. Tcople 
cocked an ear 
in 
McCarthy's 


direction. 


The nation had grounds for con- 


cern about the issue. Since the end 
of World War II, the threat of 
communism 
from 
without 
and 


within seemingly had grown aJ- 
most daily. 


Relations with Russia, a war 


ally, had detenorated steadily. 


Ex-Reds Testify 


At home, three Americans who 


said they had 'joined, then aban- 
doned, the Communist party — 
Whittaker Chambers, Louis Bu- 
denz and Elizabeth Bentley — tes- 
tified in public that they knew of 
subversion and espionage in high 
places. 


Eleven Communists had been put 


on trial in New York. The nation 
had been shocked by the cases of 
Klaus Fuchs, Judith Coplon, Wil- 
liam Remington, Gerhart Eisler. 


McCarthy had had nothing to do 


with any of these.domestic cases, 
nor with the case of Alger Hiss, 
which climaxed the stories of 
highly placed Communist links be- 
fore McCarthy moved into the Red- 
hunting scene.

impregnated with stored frozen semen, Dr. R. G. Bunge, University 
of Iowa urologist, disclosed today. 


The births', first in the records 


of mankind from this maner of 
conception, occurred some weeks 
ago. 


Dr. Bunge and Dr. J. K. She.r- 


man, an urology department asso- 
ciate, revealed in December that 
thee births were expected in De- 
cember, January, and February. 
Since then — until today's disclo- 
sure—they had steadfastly with- 
held all further comment. 


Other than reiterating: that this* 


were-the expected date*, that the 
dates were now past and the 
births could be confirmed, Dr. 
Bunge declined further detail. 


He said all scientific Informa- 


tion would b* pre*ent«l in * con- 


test sponsored by the American 
Society for-the Study of Sterility 
in a meeting: at San Francisco, 
June 18-20. 


What he's anxious to determine, 


Dr. Bunge explained, is- whether 
the children, born in this study of 
therapeutic insemination, are nor- 
mal. 


"The longer I know these kids," 


said the doctor of the three babes, 
"the better off we'll be In seeking 
to answer that important ques- 
tion." 


There wat no Indication, It was 


learned from other sources, that 
th* infanta are otherwise than nor- 
mal.

committee today scheduled 
for Tuesday morning a show- 
down meeting to determine 
whether. Samuel P. Sears will 
remain as its special counsel 
for the inquiry into the Mc- 
Carthy-Army row. 


Sen. Mundt (R-SD), who tempo 


rarily has replaced Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) as chairman of the sub 
committee, told reporters "surely 
there will be an announcement of 
some kind" after Tuesday's meeV- 
mg. 


He said the purpose is to explore 


.he pledges Sears already has giv- 
en that he can and will be neutral 
n the hearings. 


Closed Door Meeting 


The announcement followed a 


closed door meeting of Sears, 
Mundt, Sen. McClellan (D-Ark) 
and Sen. Symington (D-Mo) in 
Mundt's office. 


McClellan and Symington de 


clined to elaborate on Mundt's an- 
nouncement. 


Mundt said Srais was before

Dulles Reports 
Chinese Fighting 
Say Reds 'Awful Close' 
To Direct Aggression 


WASHINGTON UP)—Secretary of State Dulles told con- 


gress today that the Chinese Communists are "corning awful 
close" in Indochina to the direct aggression which he has 
said might produce massive retaliation. 


Dulles made this statement be 


fora a House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee after saying froshly verified 
information showed that new Com- 
munist radar-controlled 37 milli- 
meter anti-aircraft guns, which are 
bringing down Fiench planes over 
Dlen Bien Phu are "operated by 
members of the Chinese military 
establishment." 


The secretary, testifying on next 


year's foieign aid piogram, also 
said a Chinese general with "near- 
ly a score of Chinese technical ad- 
visers," is stationed at staff heart- 
quarters of Vietminh forces attack- 
ing the French forticss. 
> 


"Active Participation?" 


Rep. Morano (R-Conn) asked: 
"If the Chinese Communists are 


firing anti-aircraft guns, doesn't 
that mean the 'active participation' 
you were icportcd to have said 
would bring ictaliation on the Chi- 
nese mainland?" 


Dulles replied that if the ques- 


tion referred to a speech he made 
n St. Louis last Sept. 2 "I said 
that if the Chinese sent their Red 
armies into Indochina it would be 
apt to produce action which might 
not be confined to Indochina. 


"Technically they have not done 


precisely the thing I defined. 


"They're coming awful close to 
t." 
Dulles earlier had said the Chi- 


nes* Commun'st* are "not openly, 
blatantly committing new aggres- 
sion" in Indochina, "but they are 
only saving themselves from that 
c h a r g e by technicalities." He 
called the things they are doing 
'rather ominous." 


The secretary added that the Chi- 


nese Communists "claim they are 
not aggressors 
because Ho Chi- 


minh (the Moscow trained rebel 
leader) Is a patriot seeking inde- 
pendence from the Fiench" and 
they are helping nim. 


"They said the same thing rc- 


gnuling Koiea," he commented.

House of Commons in a momen- 
tous declaration of government 
policy, the 70-year-old Churchill 
said:

"I also believe we have time, 


though not too much time, to con- 
sider the problems which now con- 
front in and. the whole world and 
talk them over In their new pro- 
portions." 


Churchill mentioned only what 


he called public and private dis- 
cussion "with our friends and al- 
lies."

The vaccine is made of dead 


polio virus. Dead virus cannot 
cause polio. Each batch of vaccine 
is given triple tests, including in- 
jections into monkeys, separately 
by the manufacturer, the Public 
Health Service and Dr.'-Salk's lab- 
oiatory at the Unlveisity of Pitts- 
burgh. The safety program thus 
calls for nine tests in all of every 
batch to detect any live and dan- 
gerous virus.

Public Health Service tested 10 
batches of this new polio vaccine. 
The government's health dopait-

Toll Of Difficulty 


Immediately the Public Health 


Service said in a statement that 
difficulties had been anticipated in 
converting Salk's small-scale lab- 
oratory method to fullscale com- 
mercial production. 


"We have found some positives 


(live virus) in the lots of vaccnrs 
that we have tested," and so have 
other tests, it said. 


When live virus are found, that 


batch is discarded, it said.

Europe Must Trade to Live—Either 


With Us or the Reds 


s 


A good deal of criticism would appear certain to greet 


the announcement that the United States has agreed with 
Britain and France to revise downward the list of strategic 
goods embargoed in trade with Russia and the Iron Curtain 
countries. ; 


This will likely develop despite the fact it was decided 


not to lift restrictions on strategic shipments to Communist 
China and North Korea. Such shipments could be deemed 
to assist a buildup for a possible breaking of the armed truce 
in Korea'between UN and Red forces. 


As for permitting wider trade with Russia and its Euro- 


pean satellites the critics will contend, with considerable 
plausibility, that this will be of very definite benefit to the 
Soviety orbit. There is no question about it.

A likely further argument is that this is particularly 


not the moment to help the Soviet empire, since some reports 
have it that these nations are in serious economic distress. 
Why shouldn't we let them flounder? 


Certainly the West has no great impulse to assist com- 


munism out of its difficulties. They know the favor would 
never be granted in reverse.

Western European countries must have trade outlets. 


Before World VV^ar Jl, they had a sizable trade with Eastern 
European nations. It was a natural relationship. The East- 
West struggle forced a breaking of most of these ties. But 
countries like Britain and France have never found wholly 
adequate substitute outlets.• 
• • 


Steadily they have appealed to America to lower its bar- 


riers to trade so more of their products could be sold here. 
But despite such efforts as President Eisenhower's latest to 
win acceptance of a more liberal policy, congress has turned 
a deaf ear. 


A good many of us seem to want to have our cake and 


eat it, too. We want to deny Europe access to our markets, 
und at the same time forbid it to trade with Communist lands. 
But how are these trading Europeans supposed to live? 


It was the judgment of the Eisenhower administration 


that the U. S. should go along with a relaxation of trade re- 
Btrictions on East-West dealings. But this we can be sure 
of: whether we went along or not, the Western nations 
would trade where they feft they had to. We have no power 
to tell them what they can or cannot do.

It Is good news that Pope Pius XII is now fully recov- 


ered from his recent dangerous illness. Though he is 78, the 
world must hope that he still has a number of years of useful 
life as spiritual leader in a troubled world. 


Pius XII has'long spoken with ringinf authority for 


peace, for sanity, for an avoidance of extremes in an age 
when peoples everywhere seem bent upon polarizing their 
attitudes in rigid postures that permit of no yielding. 


The Pope's voice is the counsel of moderation, of cau- 


tion, of reasonableness. 
We badly need its calming effect 


amid the din and clamor of harsher voices.

The Doctor Says: 


Human Engine Needs Fuel 
Starches Supply Plentifully 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


I *m often apalled by the 


of knowledge which so many peoplo 
have about the food they eat and 
it* importance in the maintenance 
of health. For this reason, from 
time to time, it seems desirable to 
discuss various features of the diet. 


This cohnjin is devoted to one 


of the important food elements. 


Known as starches, or carbo- 


hydiate*. these food substances or 
dinanly provided the largest source 
of energy in the diet. 


Many common foods contain a 


great deal of starch and foitu- 
nately many of these Are among 
the cheapest foods and therefore 
are eaten in large quantities. 


The principal sources of usable 


or heat-producing «tarch are sugar, 
potatoes, and cereals. In addition 
to the sugar bowl, grapes, young 
sweetcorn, and onions contain su- 
gar in considerable quantities as do 
many fruits and fruit juices. Bana- 
nas and chestnut* are also particu- 
larly rich in starches. 


Starches not only supply the 


body with R lurge proportion of Us 
heat and energy requirements, but 
starches can be easily changed into 
fat In the body. For this reason 
peopl* who eat excessive amounts 
of carbohydrates can (and do) be- 


t corns ODM*. 


On the other hand, the average 


daily need for starches is believed 
to be between 300 and 500 grams 
—this would be about one pound. 
It is not wise to cut down on the 
starches below a certain level, 
at least not for very long. 


Studies on nutrition have shown 


that there is a real advantage if a 
close relation is kept between the 
carbohydrates and proteins eaten. 
Furthermore, the belief that it is 
harmful to eat starches and pro- 
teins at the same meal has no good 
scientific basis. 


For the average person, it is not 


only harmless to eat starches and 
proteins at the same meal, but is 
healthful to do so. 


The refined starches have leas 


real food value than those in the 
natural state. This is partly bn- 
cause refining th#sc substances 
causes some loss of minerals and 
possibly other substances in the 
course of the manufacturing pro- 
cess. 


This does not mean that refined 


sugar should not be taken at all 
but it is certainly desirable to take 
starches In other forms as well.

Studies Move 
Over Schools 


JACKSON, Miss. (.?>— Mississip- 


pi's Legislature is groping today 
toward a watered-down program 
to e q u a l i z e Negro and White 
schools, still fearful that the U.S. 
Supreme Court will abolish racial 
segregation. 


.jhe question in the 13-week-old 


legislative fight is how to maintain 
segregation, not whether to retain 
it. 


Hovering over the conflict is the 


Supreme Court and its decision on 
five school segregation cases. 


See Special Session 


If the court bans segregation, a 


upecial legislative session looms. 
Mississippi *s answer probably 
would be to abolish public schools 
and furnish tuition for private, 
' segregated schools, in line with 
plans in Georgia and South Caro- 
lina, Resolutions to abolish schools 
are pending in both houses, but 
they do not go into details. 


If the court upholds segregation 


under the "separate but equal" 
doctrine, Mississippi realizes it 
must lift its sub-par Negro schools 
to the level of White schools or 
face co-mingling of races "by fed- 
eral lorce from federal courts," 
ms Gov. Hugh White phrased it. 


A solid group in strategic House 


committee posts blocked attempts 
to raise taxes to finance the sweep- 
Ing equalization program, passed 


but still lacking money. School sup- 
porters now realize they must take 
less than they wanted. 


Predict Victory 


The House finally approved a 


compromise program, scheduled to 
go into effect July 1 if passed by 
the Senate, where it faces action 
possibly today. Supporters predict 
a narrow victory in the Senate. 


Under the compromise, construc- 


tion—the major equalization item 
—would be delayed until- after the 
first year of the plan, while teach- 
ers' salaries would be equalized 
and a start made toward equaliz 
ing transportation.

"Consumption ought to go up this 
year, maybe by 3 per"" cent over 
last year, which was a record—if 
there is no serious dip in the coun- 
try's economy. The end-of-March 
cold wave helped move fuel oil 
clocks. Gasoline demand has just 
started to pick up."

wake of the American hydrogen 
)omb tests in the Pacific, the Big 
7our will meet'again in the United 
'Cations to talk about banning atom 
>ombs and reducing armaments. 


Since they've been unable to get 


to first base with this problem in 
eight years, it would be astonish- 
ng if they could suddenly do so 
now. The United States, Russia, 
Britain and France have been con- 
sidering it In the U.N. since 1946. 


They have even more reason now 


'or finding a solution than they did 
n 1948: They're better able to de- 
stroy one another, and civilization, 
.00. But by the same token agree- 
ng now is likely to be harder than 
ever: They have far more men, 
money, time and malouals invest- 
ed in pieparing for war if it comes. 


U.S. (iitlns Ilonib 


In 1946, the United States had 


.he atom bomb. Russia didn't. She 
was working on it. At the same 
ime. while the United States and 
ts European allies had stripped 
heir armed forces to the bone, 
Russia retained a huge army cap. 
ible of overrunning Europe. 


Fear of the American bomb was 


probably the main reason Russia 
lldn't gobble Euiope. But in the 
ntervening years, while the big 
poweis and te U. N. general as- 


sembly considered atomic control 
plans that got nowhere, these 
things happened: 


1. Russia developed not only the 


atom but the hydrogen weapon as 
well. The United States, while out- 
stripping Russia in the number of 
atom bombs it could manufacture, 
made such awesome progress in 
hydrogen development that its two 
explosions in March sent a shudder 
around the earth. 


Have Rearmed 


2. B'rom a state of almost tragic 


weakness eight years ago, the 
United States and its 
Western 


friends have rearmed,' set up their 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion as a mutual aid society against 
Russian attack in the West, and 
the United States has ringed Rus- 
sia with air bases. 


3. But while the West built up 


its muscles at home, it suffered an 
awful loss in Asia without a chance 
to fire a shot. The Chinese Com- 
munists lan Nationalist Chiang 
Kai-shek, the Americany ally, off 
the continent and took over China. 


Since both the West and Russia 


now could dismember each other 
\vith their atomic weapons, it 
might seem the pait of wisdom for 
them to agree in a hurry to get rid 
of their bombs.

Lasker Award for 
Research on Heart

CHICAGO </B-^- A major Ameri- 


can 
scientific honor has 
been 


awarded a scientist who fled here 
in 1947 from Hungary to do re- 
search that might be "no damn 
good at all." 


He is Dr. Albert Szcnt-Gyorgi, 


60. who late Sunday was present- 
ed the Albert Lasker Award of th« 
American Heart As?n. —including 
a Sl.OOO prize—for "distinguished 
achievement" In the field of re- 
search concerned with heart and 
blood-vessel diseases. 


Pioneer Studies 


Specifically, he was honored for 


pioneeiing studies leading to a, 
hotter understanding of the action 
of muscles—a contribution which 
the AHA declared had provided 
new clues to the mechanism of 
heart failuie and "removed . . . 
many baniers to the study of nor- 
mal and diseased hearts." 


The gfntle. fnendly, gray-haircl 


researcher had won the Nobel 
Prize in medicine in 1937 for his 
Isolation of vitamin C. 


And he had won other honors 


for other achevements. 


But, 
all that was behind him 


when he came to this country In 
1347 from Hungary to continue 
work on muscle research that had 
been interrupted by Woild War II. 


No Finances 


"When settling in this country," 


he said in accepting the Lasker 
awaid, "I had the greatest diffi- 
culty in finding adequate financial 
support for my research, because 
wherever I asked for hely I was 
asked for a project of what I was 
going to do. 


"My answer had to be, 'I don't 


know, that's why it is research." 


"And when T was asked what It 


might be good for—that is. tha 
research I uas doing—I had to 
answer: 


" 'No damn good it all.'" 
But he declared that eventually 


a Chicago meat packing and re- 
soaich film. Annour & Co., prov- 
ed to be "the only one who was 
willing to give me money and turn 
me loose." 


The scientist, now director of 


the Institute for Muscle Research 
at Woods Hole. Mass., told report- 
eis that studies under way by him- 
self 
and

elusive ailments as muscular dys- 
trophy.

canini, whose name means the 
finest in music to millions, has 
retired as conductor of the NBC 
Symphony Orchestra. 


The 87-year-old maestro left his 


post quietly and without making a 
special occasion of his last-concert,- 
an all-Wagner program in Carnegie 
hall Sunday. 


NBC said he planned to leave 


the United States in May or June 
for a visit to his native Italy. It 
was understood he has at present 
made no commitments for any fu- 
ture concerts anywhere. 


Official word of his retirement 


was withheld until after the final 
concert. NBC said this was done 
at the veteran conductor's request 
to avoid a sentimental demonstra- 
tion by the audience or orches- 
tra, formed 17 years ago especial- 
ly for his use.

Study Plan for Four-Year 
U. of I. Branch in Chicago 


CHAMPAIGN; m. <f» — A 


for 
A four-year 
undergraduate 


branch of the University of Illinois 
in Chicago was discussed Sunday 
by a committee of the university. 
The plan envisages 15,000 students 
at the Chicago branch by 1972. 


The Committee on Future Deve- 


lopment of the Chicago Under- 
graduate Division said the state 
institutions of higher learning must 
be prepared to take care of 223.000 
students by 1972. Of these 38,000 
are expected to be students of the 
University of Illinois. 


C. M. Louttlt, assistant to the 


university provost, is chairman of 
the committee appointed by Lloyd 
Morey, president of the university. 


Present Estimates 


In their report, the committee 


estimated a figure of 15,000 regu- 
lar daytime students in 1972. is 
justified for planning purposes in 


considering the new branch in Chi 
cago. The report pointed out the 
university now has a temporary 
two - 
- year undergraduate division 


at Navy Pier in Chicago. 


The committee reached the fol- 


lowing conclusions: 


1. National and state population 


statistics show that enrollments in 
post - high school education will 
approximately double In the next 
20 years and that additional educa- 
tional facilities will be required. 


2. Although increasing enroll- 


ments create a state-wide prob- 
lem, the University of Illinois must 
plan for its share of the increase. 


Suggested 
possibilities for the 


university are continual plant and 
facilities expansion on the Cham- 
paign - Urbana campus, the sup- 
port of Community junior 'colleges, 
and the establishment of a four- 


year undergraduate campus In 
Chicago, or a combination of these. 


Concern Of All 


3. The establishment by the 


university of a four-year campus 
in Chicago is of concern to all 
higher education In th* state and 
[therefore the committee believes 
Uiat the University of Illinois alone 
cannot and should not decide the 
question of its justification. 


,4. The committee believes that 


the present facilities at Navy Pier 
should be used to their maximum 
capacity and this can best be dona 
by limiting enrollment to freshmen 
and sophomores. 


The introduction of junior work 


probably will require the limitation 
of freshmen admissions because 
the maximum capacity may well 
be reached before permanent fa- 
cilities can be constructed.
